Fatal Ifiltake of 1(8 Captain in Dis- 


obeying Orders. Ruin at Boston. 


Boston, Nov. 29—Reports

during the storm. Thirty schooners 
were wrecked between Eastport and 
New 
Haven. 
Eighty-six schooners 


were driven ashore, 14 barges are 
aground, 35 wrecks in Boston harbor, 
and a number are missing. The loss 
of life Is hard to determine, but is 
known to be over 40. 


A special says the steamer Portland 


•was totally wrecked at 10 o'clock Sun- 
day morning oft* the Highland light. 
The entire crew and passengers perish- 
ed a short distance from land. A large 
quantity of wreckage, trunks and other 
material" came ashore and at dark last 
night 34 bodies were recovered from 
the surf by the life saving crew of 
High Head station. One body was a 
woman. Wire communication to Cape 
Cod is impossible. The officials of the 
Portland Steamship company have re- 
ceived no tidings of the missing steam- 
er and it is thought she may be at 
Provincetown or other Cape Cod port 
where communication is interrupted.

Why Did the Portland Sail? 


Portland, Me.—The Advertiser says 


this afternoon: Ever since the Port- 
land has been missing there have been 
earnest inquiries from almost every 
one as to why the steamer should 
leave Boston Saturday night, when the 
storm was threatening and there was 
every appearance of a dangerous gale 
near at hand. The Bay State did not 
leave Portland that night and it has 
been difficult for people to understand 
why the Portland did not stay at her 
wharf in Boston. 


There have been various rumors as 


to why she left, but the Advertiser is 
able to give this afternoon an au- 
thentic statement by Mr. Liscomb, 
manager of the steamship company. 
Mr. Liscomb said he was in Boston 
Saturday night. Late in the afternoon 
Mr. Liscomb telephoned to Mr. Wil- 
liams, the Boston agent, and asked 
him to call Captain Blanchard to the 
telephone. Mr. Williams made a search 
for the captain but could not find him, 
and reported to Mr. Liscomb. Mr. Lis- 
comb then told Williams to tell the 
captain not to sail on time but stay at 
his clock until 9 at least, when he could 
consult the weather reports and decide 
whether he ought to go or not. 


Next day when Mr. Liscomb found 


the steamer had sailed he asked Mr. 
Williams what the captain said. "He 
said he should go at 7 o'clock" was the 
reply. It was a sad error of judgment 
on Captain Blanchard's part that he 
should leave in the face of explicit 
directions to the contrary. 
Probably 


he judged the storm was not likely to 
strike as soon as it did by several 
hours.

Soston, Nov. 29.—Not since Minot'a 


light was carried away in 1S51 has there 
been such damage to the vessels in Bos- 
ton harbor and bay as v.-as caused by the 
storm of Saturday night and Sunday. 
Vessels of all sizes, from the great, ocean 
steamer to the little fishing schooner, 
were dashed about, thrown on the shore 
or smothered and' sunk by the great 
waves. 


It is generally supposed that a vessel 


v.'ith strong ground tackle out is safe 
ft-om any storm in the upper harbor at 
Boston, yet a dozen vessels dragged their 
anchors, even in that haven, and were 
Sashed against ths wharves or into ona 
soother, ar.d ihuusands of dollars of loss 
was caused in this way alone. It is 
known that many more are ashore in 
e'. ery direction outside the harbor, and 
when the news of these disasters is all in 
it is believed that the damage done to 
snipping: will exceed the record of almost 
any previous storm. 


It is known definitely that over 
7f 


lives have been lost in the wrecks of 
tug's, schooners and coal barges, and if 
the steamer Portland has also gc-na 
down, as nor,- seems possible, the work 
of the storm will carry the casualties up 
to 160, with over 100 vessels of all de- 
scription ashore, two score of them being 
total wrecks, and an unknown number 
probably beneath the 'naves of Mas- 
sachusetts bay. 


Th«re is scarcely a bay, harbor or in- 


let from the Penobscc-t to New London 
that has not on its shores the bones o£ 
some craft, while along Massachusetts 
bay. and especially Boston harbor, the 
beaches are piled high with the wreck- 
age of schooners and coal barges. And 
yet the record, although houi'ly length- 
ening, ia incomplete, for tha.t ocean 
graveyard of Cape Cod Is still to be 
heard from, and a.= it has never yet failed 
to give up some grim tale at such a 
time, it probably will not be found lack- 
ing on this occasion. 


The annoyance of the railroad and 


street car embargo, covering: the whole 
of pouthern New England, sunk into in- 
significance before the story of destruc- 
tion -wrought by wind and wave, yet 
it will be many a day before the full 
import of the disaster ia known or even 
realized. 


The islands of Boston harbor are with- 


out exception strewn with wrecks and 
wreckage. 
No lass than 29 vessels ara 


ashore at Gloucester, o"er 20 in a sup- 
posed safe hBrbor of Vineyard Haven 
parted their arehor chains, and are 
r.iffh and dry on the beach; Nantaskct 
r.caoh saw two fchooners and a coa.1 
bu.rS'e dashed to pieces on its sands; the 
rocks of Cohasset claimed a staunch 
fisherman; Scituate, a well known pilot 
boat; Manehestar, a down-east lumber- 
man; 
while one tug and three barges 


known to have been between Cape Cod 
ind Boston arc unaccounted for, and 
probably lost. 


Even the upper harbors of Boston, 


Plymouth, Salem, Portsmouth, Portland 
and other places where vessels were 
supposed to bo comparatively safe, were 
the scenes of numerous collisions be- 
tween ships and the wharves. 


Every ilfe saving 
crew performed 


leeds of heroism in rescuing froztn sea- 
men from the stranded vessels, while 
tug boat captains risked lif^ and prop- 
erty in their endeaver to save hie. 


Though the work of fathering up the 


details of the effects of the storm on sea 
Is still unfinished, the history of the 
blizzard on bhore is about complete, for 
nearly all the railroads succeeded in 
breaking; the embargo yesterday, and 
the street car lines were also partially 
successful in getting their systems again 
into operation. 


It will be many a long day before the 


storm is forgotten, while its sad results 
will linger in the households of hundreds 
ol fan.'Iicn tl.r.A.!»uoal ILc Iu...J. 


The managers of the Boston and Port- 


land Steamship company state that there 
are grave doubts as to tho safety of the 
pteamrr Portland, which sailed from 
here Saturday night. Every harbor be- 
tween here and Portland on the north 
shore has been heard from and one on 
the south shore, and In no case haa tn« 
steamer been aeen. The only remaining 
..amor which she could have reanhud is 
I'rovincetown on Cape Cod, and news 
from that paint ie anxiously awaited, as 
it Is Impossible to reach t?iat place by 
« ire. fih« carried 65 passengers and a 
crew of 32 men. 


Arranoements have boon made with 


the government to dispatch the revenue 
.intern Dallas from this port and Wood- 
bury from Portland to hunt up the 
siramor. The Dallas will cruise along 
fhr .south shorn as far a.i Provincetown, 
while tho Woodbury will make a long 
circuit frc.^i 1 


«rpd i 'neitlif Foi't 
in locating the missing vessel there is 
little hope of her ever being seen again. 
A passenger list Is aboard the Portland 
apd at present there is no means of know- 
ing the names of those on board outside 
of her officers. The steamer had in all 
97 souls on board. 


Tho Portland was built in Bath in 1890, 


and is a side wheel steamer of 1500 tons 
net burden. Her length is 280 feet, beam 
42, depth 13 feet. She was valued at 
$250,000, ar.d is fully insured. 


The storm 'caused widespread1 destruc- 


tion at Plymouth, but no lives have been. 
reported 'lost, although seven vessels are 
ashore and three are still to be hear* 
from. 


Besides taking off the crew of the Con- 


solidated coal barge No. 1 at Pemberton. 
and a portion of the crew of the Calvin 
V. Baker at Boston light, the Hull life- 
savers also lescuad from a terribly ex- 
posed rock oft Gun rock three member* 
Of the crew of the barge Lucy A. Nlchola, 
which wag wrecked at that point. The 
Nichols was one of the two barges which 
broke away from the tug Underwriter 
late Saturday night or early 
Sunday 


morning. Her companion, the Virginia, 
has nof'a.s yet be?n heard from, and it Is 
probabje that she sunk with her entire 
crew of five n*en. Two of the crew of 
the Nichols were lost,. An unknown 
Bchoonar also struck the 'ockg be'aw the 
Atlantic House, and before she went to 
pieces one man was .seen in the rigging 
malting frantic signals towards shore. 
Those on the beach, however, were pow- 
erless to aid him, and the vessels broke 
up before their eyes in a very few min- 
utes. So completely was the schooner 
ground tp pieces on the recks that not 
the slightest trace of her name could be 
found on any of the small fragments.

and during the Blaino Campaign he 
stumped this state, Pennsylvania, In- 
diana and several other states. 
He 


was known to several of the local poli- 
ticians.

edly one of the most powerful 
and 


splendid that ever existed in the world. 
It is no exaggeration to say that during 
several years iris power over Europe 
was greater thaii even that of Napoleon. 
In America his dominions extended on 
both sides oi the equator into the tem- 
perate zone. 
There is reason to believe 


that his annual revenues amounted, in 
the season oi' his greatest pawer, to a 
sum ten times as largo as that which 
England yielded to Elizabeth, He had a 
standing arm> of 50,000 troops when 
England did uot have a single battalion 
in constant pr.y. He held, what no oth- 
er prfoce in modern times has held, the 
dominion both uf the land and the sea. 
During the greater part of his reign he 
was supreme on both elements. His sol- 
diers marched up to tho capital oi 
Prance; his ships menaced the shores of 
England. Spain had what Napoleon de- 
sired in vain—ships, colonies and com- 
merce.

E. C Stan ton used to say that the year- 


ly expenses of the Metropolitan Opera 
House were about $475,000, but that fig- 
ure would be too low in these days when 
a company of gingers to bo acceptable to 
the swullegt musical, social and financial 
sots of the town must contain a much 
larger number of celebrated vocalists than 
ever before. It's Tery likely, Indeed, every- 
thing considered, that $UO(),noO would be 
too low rather than too high an estimate. 
Not the least of the opera expenses this 
year, and every year for the matter of 
that, IB involved In the maintenance of 
tbe ballot. The premiere dansouses are 
sot paid ID comparison with the prluia 
liunnas, Chough they used to be of course, 
yet cbe salaries of the bullet queens are 
higher than those of many a first class ex- 
ecutive wan employed by a big business 
corporation, ranging, say, from $f>00 to 
|600 a month and sometimes touching 
higher figures even. The dancers of tlie 
second grade, of whom there are sometime. 
•core*, get »rom $30 tc $40 a week. The 
"extra ballet" girls, occasionally 100 or 
more in number, gel $8 to $10 a week. 
Besides, all these girls are costumed by 
tho management without cost to the girls. 


Chiefly for economical reasons the ;;os- 


turne* are generally put together on the 
preuiises, and the quarters occupied by 
the designers and makers of the costume* 
are among tbe busiest departments of the 
Opera House immediately preceding and 
throughout an important opera season. 
It ia frequently necessary to make a com- 
plete new set of ballot costumes with a 
change of bill; but, on the other hand, 
many of the costumes may be used for al- 
most any standard opera. For this reason 
all such costumes are preserved. The stock 
on hand at the time the opera house 
burned out a few years ago numbered 
fully 6,000. The present stock is even 
larger and of almost infinite variety, yet 
the costumera of tbe establishment have 
been rushed "for fair" the last few week* 
In getting ready for the coming season, 


Stave Picture, and Rehearsal.. 
The n-.usio of an opera is, of course, the 


most essential thing, and any manager 
who should try to force performances by 
inferior singers or with second rate in- 
strumental work would discover this to 
big cost, yet tbe scenic effects are almost 
as important, and this is more signally 
true every year. In these days, especially 
in so ambitious a bouse as tbe Metropol- 
itan, every setting mugt not only be a stage 
picture but it must also ba realistic and 
more than suggestive of the real thing. 
Stone wall, made of cardboard or canvas 
that flaps In the drafts, prison doors of 
ench light construction and loose fit thai 
they will rabound when suddenly shut, 
trees that are too palpably painted cloth 
and nothing more will not uatisfy th. 
modern patrons of opera. 


Moreover, the costumes must fit har- 


moniously into the picture. It is not 
enough that each performer is dressed so 
as to bring out the best points of the in- 
dividual and of the part. All must be BO 
attired as to maintain the general har- 
mony of the color scheme at all times. A 
false color note In the costume of one insig- 
nificant member of tho ballet or the chorus 
might spoil the entire effect of a tableau 
containing hundreds of performers and 
produced at a cost of hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars. 


Of course the scenic artist and the oos- 


tumer, the stage manager and tbe gas 
man, tbe stage carpenter, tho electrician 
and the ballet master all have to work 
together in harmony to .produce results 
acceptable in th. matter of stage picture. 
and each finds tbe responsibility heavy 
enough, but no one about the entire es- 
tablishment is half so worried and fretted 
and nagged bnd generally put to it as the 
impresario himself. For, while bis great- 
est stroke has been struck when he has 
got his company together at a cost that 
seems likely to be low enough to lender 
profits possible, he must necessarily keep 
an eye out all the time to see how thing, 
generally are progressing. This is true, 
of course, with regard to the stage set- 
ting, and quite a. much so with regard to 
the rehearsals. Luckily for the impre- 
sario, the stage settings and the rehearsal, 
can often receive what attention he has to 
bestow upon them at one and tbe same 
time; were it not eo, there is a question 
Whether he could possibly find time in 
busy ^er!odc to supervise them both. 


Naturally, bis functions in regard to 


both are chiefly initiative end critical. 
Thus, he explains at the beginning of a 
production's preparation how he desires 
things done. Then all hands turn to and 
try to realize his notions. The stage car- 
penter doea bis part, the scene painter 
paints, tbe costume maker hustles like 
mad, the stage manager drills all hands, 
tbe ballet master strives to perfect the 
dancers in their work, the gas man and 
tbe electrician study and experiment with 
tbe lights, and while ebcb may feel moral- 
ly sure he has done bis lot el best and 
reached the highest possible ideal, it 13 
tho impresario alone who decides as to 
their success in advance of the public, and 
his decision, are necessarily made at re- 
hearsals. 


Slouarcb of All He Survey*.

presario is naturally monarch of all be 
eurveys. Almost every head''nods assent 
to his suggestion.; almost every :nen and 
every woman, figuratively speaking, bends 
tbe knee. The stage manager, the scone 
painter and the stage carpenter, after many 
bickerings among themselves, Itf. us soy, 
have got up a .cone combining sad sen 
waves and a rooky headland. When all is 
ready, the impresario is bidden to behold 
the result. 
Ho is hurried, worried and 


bound to judge according to his best lights.

breath. "Any on. ought to eeo that more 
ocean will be more effective!"

considered as constituting the condi- 
tions of peaca, will be ready for sub- 
mission at the next meeting.

and enthusiastic meetings that used to be 
held 30 years ago for the one purpose of 
persuading the young and middle agedi 
and old that strong drink is poisonous and 
damning? 
When will we learn that we 


must educate public opinion up to a pro- 
hibitory law or such a law will not be 
passed or if passed will not be executed? 
God grant that all state and national leg- 
islatures may ImUd up against this evil a 
wall wcich will be an impassable wall, 
shutting out the alcoholic abomination. 
But while we w.-iit for that let us, in our 
homes, in our schools and our churches 
and on our platforms and in onr newspa- 
pers, persuade the people to stop taking 
alcoTiolio stimulant unless prescribed by 
physicians, and then persuade physicians 
not to prescribe it if in all the dominions 
of therapeutics there may bo found aoino 
•ther remedy.

society, in Now York, I deplored the fact 
that we had left politics to do that which

I 
found out afterward that there was one 
such temperance pledge in the audience, 
but only ono that I could hear of.

Marriage and Divorce. 


There are thousands of married people

by a curl, or married in joke, or expected 
a fortune nnd it did not come, or good 
habits turned to brutality, and hence the 
domestic wreck, but make divorce less 
easy and you make tho human race more 
cautious about entering upon life time al- 
liance.

Europe with stand- 
ing armies of about 3,500,000 men, the 
United States proposing a standing army 
of 100,000 men. 
What a glorious idea, 


that of disarmament 1 What an emancipa- 
tion of nations and centuries! 
Tho czar 


of Russia last summer proposed it in 
world resounding manifesto. 
Disarma- 


ment! What an inspiring and heaven de- 
scended thought! 
fn some quarters the 


czar's manifesto was treated with derision, 
and we were told that he was not \v earnest 
when he made it. I know personally that 
he did menn it. Sis years ago he expressed 
to mo tho same theory in his palace at Pe- 
terhof, he then being on the way to the 
throne, not yet having reached it. His 
father, Alexander III, them on tho throne, 
expressed to me in his palaca the same 
sentiments of peace, and his wife, the then 
empress, with tears in her eyes, said, in 
reply to my remark, "Your majesty, there 
will never be another great war between 
Christian nations," "Ah, I hope there 
never will be! If there should ever bo an- 
other great war, I ara sure it will not 
start from this palace." 


Universal Peace. 


What a boon to tlie world if Russia and 


Germany and England iicd tho United 
States could safely disband all their stand- 
ing armies and dismantle their fortresses 
and spike their guns! What uncounted 
millions of dollars would bo saved, and, 
more than that, what a complete cessation 
of human slaughter! What an improve- 
ment of tho morals of nations! What an 
adoption of that higher and bettor mani- 
festo which was set to music and lot down 
from the midnight heavens of Bethlehem 
ages ago I The world has got to come to 
this. Why not make it tho peroration of 
the nineteenth century? Are we going to 
uiake a present to the twentieth century 
of reeking hospitals and dying armies and 
hemispheric graveyards? Do you want the 
hoofs of other cavalry horses on the breasts 
of fallen men? Do you want other harvest 
Holds gullied with wheels of gun carriages?

cowboys aro culled here, had brought to 
town. There was to bo a badger fight that 
niillit. A dog was to fight him to a finish. 
]i<as v.-ore given and taken. Some had seen 
tho badger, and all knew the dog which 
was to fight him. I do not like bloody 
spectacles and decided not to go, but heav- 
en willed it otherwise. 


•'On my way homo from work every- 


body on the streets appeared to be speak- 
ing about and betting on the badger iighfc.

These parlies have purchased all 
of the tux claims of Kcn.ssi'laer county 
agaii'Kt the road, also the receiver's 
certificates, and these insure control of 
the road in Columbia county, N. Y., 
and of that portion that lies in Ver- 
mont.

The old stock and

rn miles, and it controls a territory 
from 20 to 25 miles on either side. 


New Rule for Postal Carriers, 


The postoffice department has just 


made a new requirement concerning 
the bonding of employes of first class 
postoffices. 
Heretofore 
none of 
the 


clerks have been bonded. The carriers 
have always been bonded by the gov- 
ernment. The amounts required from 
the clerks at this office have not as 
yet been decided, but it is probable that 
ihe total amount wili be in the neigh- 
borhood of $1.",000. This will be in the 
form of a blanket bond and will be 
placed with a surety company. 


Under the old system the bond was 


given to the postmaster, but at this 
office no bond has ever been required 
of any employe. The new system re- 
quires that it shall be given to the gov- 
ernment and all the clerks in one office 
shall be on one bond. This does not in- 
clude the letter carriers. 
The post- 


master has not yet selected the surety 
company which is to give the bond. 
The cost to each clerk will be at the 
rate of about $2.50 a thousand.
